Tho roof is completely 
gone and tho top story is entirely 
destroyed. Tho contents of tho lower 
floors arc more or less damaged, but

It'is the equali- 
ty before the law, equajlty of oppor- 
tunity and the equality'of .liberty 'that 
was In the mind of Jefferson. '. 


It Is possible, however, that Jeffer- 


son did not think on the matter of 
equal opportunities for all Americans 
when he set forth these self-evident 
truths, but that Americans are created 
to equal opportunities, is one of the 
supreme facts. 


Americans are not all native born. 


Tho Instant that a man of foreign 
birth comes to this country with the 
determination to become nn American 
citizen he steps upon a plane of equal- 
ity with every other American', n'ativo 
born or naturalized. But he must be- 
come nn American In something more 
than name, nnd by so doing he be- 
comes an Inheritor by right of son- 
ship of all that was promised by the 
writer of the Declaration ot Indepen- 
dence, by the men who signed It and 
by the great document Itself.

Polities, creed, race, whatever they

Americanization, whether of the na- 


tive born or tlw foreign 
bom. 
in- 


cludes within Its scope an effort to 
make nil citizens realize that freedom 
of thought nnd the right to express It 
are birthrights, provided of course 
lhat the freedom does not become, li- 
cense nnd the words nre not counter 
to the (.plrlt of Americanism' llself. 


For ages the right to think and to 


tpeak the thoughts of the heart were 
denied to men In many'of'the coun- 
tries of the \s-orld. America was the 
first real refuge for those who were 
seeking .a place> where they could, 
with others, have a voice In their gov- 
ernment and the right to pray to God 
after a manner dlclalcd by their con- 
sciences. It itns one Mnong the few 
countries of the world one hundred 
years ago where (he words "equal and 
exact Justice to nil men" meant what 
they said. The words nrc ns true to- 
duy of the United States as they were 
when Jefferson s|ioke and this Is said 
In full knowledge of the fact thnt 
complaints of Inequalities'of justice 
frequently are heard. All things nre 
comparative. 
Justice falls less fre- 


quently in the United States than else- 
where. It Is within tho power of peo- 
ple acting under American impulses, 
using their voices nnd their votes to 
the purpose to make nil complaints 
groundless nnd to bring that perfec- 
tion of procedure which shall Insure 
to Justice n permanent place in this 
country's life. 


"Of whatever politics;" American- 


ism pays no heed to the color of a 
man's politics. It Is In the nature oJ 
things, that n man's political opinions 
are h|s own not to be Interfered with 
nor their expression denied. 


Americanization, nnd again let It be 


snld whether of tho native born or of 
the foreign born, does not concern it- 
self with a man's political faith, but 
It should concern Itself deeply' with 
giving a roan a proper understanding 
of the bases of the political faiths of 
the country of which ho Is n citizen. 


"Equal and eiact Justice to all men,

"Whensoever." The day' of Joslah 


Qulncy's utterance was not a day of 
liberty except In • tlie spirit of deter- 
mination to attain It. Today Is lib- 
erty's day In the United States as It 
has been in full mensnre since the 
hour of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, There can, be no true Ameri- 
ca nliati on of native bom or foreign 
bom unless the pupils accept the les- 
coa of a willingness to die In order 
to remain free men. 


Joslah Qulncy was not thinking 


lightly when he spoke of the threats 
of the "halter." The colonists who 
were bent on freedom were accounted 
traitors by the government against 
which they were to revolt 


They dared much and unless a de- 


cadent spirit must be admitted Ameri- 
cans today must he willing t» dare 
Just ns much If the threat comes to 
their free Institutions. Liberty can- 
not ho held unless men are willing to 
die for tt.
